Boers were so close that 50 British fell 
at the arst volley.

Sails and Rigging Can Be Used Again 


—Races scheduled For June 15 aud 
17 Will Have to BB Postponed— 
May Be Repaired In Two Weeks 


Newport, R. I.,, June 5.—The Constitu- 


tion, which left here so proudly yester- 
day afternoon, with frails glistening in 
the sun. and her hull bending gracefully 
before the brisk breeze, came slowly 
into the harbor just before 5 o'clock, 
looking more like the derrick boat which 
stepped her mast at Bristi?! tiian tho 
candidate for the world's yachting 
championship. 
The- Mount Morris, 


tender of the Constitution, and the Her- 
reshaffs' steam yacht, Eugenia, had 
lines out to the big sloop, and at a snail'a 
pace they were dragging her towards 
her moorings. 


While dashing along in a good whole- 


sail breeze off Brenton's Reef lightship, 
with three lower sails set, rhe bis? hol- 
low stool mast on ihe Couttitutiou col- 
lapsed like a boy's blow pipe, througb 
the sudden breaking of the starboard 
and windward spreader. 


The mast broke off only a few feet 


below this spreader, about three-fifths 
of tlie length of the snast above Uie deck, 
and as the topmast was carried away at 
the same time, none of the spars, pxrp-pt 
the boom, struck the deck, and tlio lat- 
ter only hit it a gentle blow, which dal 
not injure the hull at all. 


Three seamen had just come down 


from the masthead, after taking in the 
clubtopsail. 
but the weckage swept 


overboard Second Mate Nelson. 
He 


was promptly hauled on board, how- 
ever, without sustaining anything more 
than a few bruises. 


The Constitution 
will be taken to 


Bristol where another steel mast is 
nearly finished. The yacht will be im- 
mediately refitted, but it will probably 
be 10 days or two weeks before she is 
IB shape to sail again, so that the race* 
off this port, scheduled for June 15 and 
17, will have to be postponed. 


The trial yesterday was the second 


one given the Constitution since her ar- 
rival from Bristol, where additional 
backstays hail been rigged to strengthen 
the mast. - Monday she went out in n 
good southwest breeze and set her No. 
S clubtopsail, carrying 1t without ap- 
parent efforfc '¥esterda#' a 'new main- 
sail was bent, and the Noj 2 clubtopsail 
set over it, but as both stretched con- 
siderably it took »ll the forenoon to get 
them in satisfactory shape. 


The mainsail was then hoisted and 


preparations made for a spin outside 
the harbor. 
The wind at the time was 


blowing about 15 or 18 knots, and, as the 
tide was strong, there was quite a lump 
of a-sea in the,channel at the mouth oi 
the harbor. 


The No. 2 clubtopsail, however, was 


set, and. with jib and foresail up, the 
sloop started away from her moorings 
at a lively pace. There was more wind 
outside the harbor, but the sea was 
smoother, aud the Constitution waa 
swung round and headed out to sea. 
The wind at this time was blowing about 
*20 kuots from tltesputhweat, but the sea 
was not heavy* , 


As the Constitution worked off shore 


she felt the wind considerably stronger, 
mid suddenly the lashings ou the club- 
topsail gave way, and the big sail began 
to slap and swing around the topmast. 
Three -seamen went aloft to clear away 
the wreckage, and send down the spars. 
This took some 10 or 15 minutes. 
Tim 


yacht was then headed to the southeast. 
The yacht at the time was about two 
miles due south of Brenton's Reef lijjht- 
ehip, going along at a tremendous pace 
under three lower sails, well heeled over 
In the breeze. 
The wind was probably 


the stiffest that the Constitution had 
ever encountered, but she stood it in 
good shape, and made great time for a 
mile. 


Suddenly the starboard lower spread 


er, over the end of which run two of the 
masthead spreads, made of inch steo! 
wire rope, collapsed or broke off on the 
mast. 
This brought the strain on the 


three remaining ^steel shrouds, which 
gave way and almost at the same in- 
stant the big steel mast began to fall 
over the port. 


The mast collapsed or bent about 


three-fifths of the way above the deck 
or a few feet below the lower spreader, 
which bupke. 
As it went over the top- 


mast shrouds broke that wooden spar 
in two pieces. Part of the topmast was 
saved, but some 10 feet of it went drift- 
Ing out to sea. 
Both head sails were 


swept into the water, but the bowsprit 
remained 
Tntact. 
Both the 
upper 


spreaders were broken short off when 
the mast went down. 


The crew at oace set to work unlacinR 


the mainsail and getting it aboard, 
and within an hotir tin- great mass of 
canvas was on tbe deck. After the two 
head sails hud been gathered aboard 
and as much of the jvire ripping a« 
could be lashed to tho boom and the re 
mains of the mast, the yacht, in tow ol 
the Horreshoff steam yacht Eugenia 
was taken back Into the harbor. 


All the sails, and, except for the twr 


masthead shrouds, which go over th« 
spreader, practically all the wire rie; 
ging on the boat, was uninjured and 
can probably be used again. 


The yacht presents a sorry appearance 


as she lays off the torpedo station, witlt 
the great steel spar bent down until 
the top alniost reaches the deck. 
Th« 


boom !s lying off to port, giving her a 
slight list, while the gaff is lashed tr 
the remains of the port chain plate.-

MABMALADEg. 


By Mrs. Baibara Sadler. 


Marmalade may b* composed of al- 


teost any fruit, tiae best, however, for 
this purpose 
are 
npricots, 
peaches, 


oranges, quinces, ejrga, plums, apples, 
etc., they ars usually made by boiling 
the fruit an<3 sujra-- togpth«r to a kind 
of pujp, stirring Thani conRtnntly whilst 
on the fire, it is kept in pots, whicli 
must not be covered till the marrualKde 
is quite cold; the proportion of faugar 
diSers with each kind of fruit. 


Marmalade of Apples. 


Scald apples until they will pulp from 


the core, then-take the same quantity 
of" su£ar as apples: damp the sugar in 
water, the^ boil, keeping it well skim- 
med; boil it until it is a thick syrup, 
then put It to the pulped apple; boil it 
over a.' quick fire for about a quarter of 
an hour; add,the grating pf one lemou 
entihsrx: cloves," biJt "take out the cloves 
•gain; fill you*, jan>. 


Apricot Marmalade. 


Take sorae fine apricots, and choose 


from amongst them those which are of 
the deepest yellow and the ripest; they 
must not be too ripe; peel them, tako 
out the stones, and chop them up, weigh 
twelve "pounds of them, and put them 
Into a preserving pan with nine pounds- 
of sugar, place your pan over a quick 
fire, and keep your preparation con- 
stantly stirring with a long wooden 
epoon; to find out when the marmalade 
is sufficiently done, let a few drops fall 
into a glass of cold wster, and if they 
do nor spr^ail ia the water your marma- 
lade is ready to put in pots. 


Cherry Marmalade. 


Boil two pounds of sugar with two 


glasses of water, skim it well, until, on 
shaking the skimmer after dipping it in 
the sugar, the latter drops from it like 
icicles, then you may put in four pounds 
of cherries picked aud stoned; boil them, 
and when the marmalade flows readily, 
take it from the fire and put it into pots. 


Currant Marmalade. 


Strip your currants off from 
the 


buuches. and 
soak them in boiling 


water until they break; then take them 
cff the fire and lay them on a sieve to 
drain, and when they are cold pass 
them through the same sieve to clear off 
the seed's, and then dry them over the 
fire till you bring your sugar to the boil- 
ing point, allowing as much sugar as 
fruit; mis all well together, simmer it 
over the fire some time, then put the 
marmaUde into pets. 


Orange Marmalade. 


Blanch the rinds of fifteen oranges 


Without any-af the white, till soft, then 
soak them in cold water for a few min- 
utes; drain and pound them to a paste, 
which rub through a sieve; ascertain its 
weight, and for each pound allow a 
pound and a half of sugar; clarify aad 
boil the sugar till the bubbles rise 
strongly to the surface; put in the paste 
aad boil them together, stirring contia- 
ually till the marmalade is done. 
To 


know when the marmalade is fit to tarn 
cut" aad he potted^, tajce some up between 
ronr thumb and linger, and if on open- 
ing them it -draws out like a thread, it is 
done. 


Raspberry Marmalade. 


Take double the weight of raspberries 


to that of sugar; rub the fruit through 
i sieve and put-the pylp into a sauce- 
pan, set it on the fire "and stir till it is 
Jedaced to half; then pouwon the sugar 
previously clarified, stir it well in, put it 
•n the fire, give it a few boils, and thea 
t>our it into pxrfs. 


HORSERADISH SAUCE, HOT. 
Slice two oeions and fry them in oil; 
tnd when they begin to color, put them 
Into a saucepan with the juice of half 
• lemon, a ^cupful of broth, two slices 
of lejnon peel, two cloves of garlic, a 
bay leaf, .thyme, basil, and two cloves; 
6oi! these a qparter of an hour, and 
then Btrwn it; "add capers, and an an- 
chovy chopped, pepper, salt, and a 
spoonful of horseradish boiled to a 
pulp; warm the whole without boiling. 


POTATO -DUMPLINGS.

Boil eight peeled potatoes with one 


quart of water and on* tablespoonful 
of salt. until done, then press them 
through a potato press. Add one table- 
spoonful of butter, mix' well and let 
stand till cold. Then add two heaping 
ttblespoonfuls of flour, the yolks of 
three eggs, form into small balls the 
size of- an' egg and boil in a large sauce 
pan of^salted water for ten minutes. 
Bemore with a skimmer and serve.

A Dramatic Incident fa the Boa»0 


i of RepjT»ent«tl»e» — Anecdotes of 


oia Tlm« Pottag* 


Who iio»e to Fame. 


Among the finds in a recect ruiamage 


thioagh a goocndbaud bookseller's stock 
was a copy of the "American Almanac 
and Repository of Useful Knowledge- For 
the Year 1835," the contents of v, hioh 
were, its publisher assured its readers, 
"of permanent and indeed of increasing 
value." Certain it is that ihey are of in- 
terest how. although ia a vray hardly ex- 
pected by the industrious compiler, 


First, of course, come those astronom- 


ical calculations and predictions whicu 
furnished the excuse for almanacs then, 
as now. To these is aunesed an extended 
account of the meteoric shower of Nov. 
13, 1833. The almanac records that some 
of tlie firs balls OH this occasion were 
so bright as to be visible aftsr the sun 
had arisen, and a Dr. Smitb; of North 
Carolina is quoted as declaring that he 
saw one "larger thaa the full moon ris- 
in5.» 


Furthermore, the account continues, "at 


Poland, O., a luminous body was di» 
iinctly visible in. the northeast for more 
than an honr. It was very brilliant, in 
the form of a pruning fork, and apparent- 
eutly 20 feet Ions and IS inches broad. 
it gradually settled toward the horizon, 
until it disappeared. At Niagara Falls a 
large, luminous body, shaped like a 
square table, was seen nearly in tbe ze- 
nith, remaining for some time almost sta- 
tionary, emitting large streams of light." 


Passing to the department of "useful 


knowledge" it is recorded ia the "Chron- 
icle of Events" that on July 8, 1834, tbe 
weather was extremely hot and "eight 
persons (and on, the 9th 11 persons) died in 
the city of New York in consequence of 
drinking toid water." 


A dramatic incident is also set down as 


having occurred at the Capitol at Wash- 
ington Feb. 11. On the preceding day 
ffbomas Tyler Bonldin, M. C., from Vir- 
yinia, bad been censored by a colleague 
to? omitting to call tha attention of the 
house to the death of his immediate pred- 
ecessor, Jobn Randolph. On the llth he 
bad risen to reply when he was "seized 
with a paralysis, sank down into & chair 
and s'ied immediately."

ot noon he never failed to be passing the 
door of the hall while tbe clock was strik- 
ing 12.

It !B Impossible to read the his- 
tory of this company for the past six 
Or eight years and to divine its pur- 
pose without understanding that the 
company's sole airr. was to make us 
employes as contented as possible, as 
fat and vigorous as possible and as 
•well informed as possible so that it 
might make the largest possible profit 
out <-.f them. The National Cash Reg- I 
later company looked 
after Its em- 


ployes in much the same way, !n much 
tha same spirit and for much the 
•ame reason that a scientific farmer 
or dairyman look* aftci his stock. If

place, a corresponding effect was 
looked for in the company's treasury. 
And so skilfully was this scheme ap- 
plied that the register works were 
concerted from a concern losing $1000 
a day about aine years ago into a con- 
cern that made its owners immensely 
weaHhy. 


We mast not take space to enumer- 


ate even half of the "good things" 
this company did for its employes. It 
gave its women free lunches, and kept 
a piano for them at a resting room, 
had thorn come late and go home early 
to avoid the "rough" mwi, gave them 
chairs of improved 
pattern, 
aprons 


and oversleeves and so on and so on. 
The men were treated in a similar plan 
free baths and time to take them in 
being characteristic 
of 
the general 


treatment. 
And to know how this 


grooming and feeding expressed itself 
in thought and energy in the com- 
pany's Interest prizles were given to 
departments ttiat made the best show- 
ing in "health, punctuality, quality, 
quantity and cost." 
Many schemes 


were devised to gain from the intel- 
ligence of the employes as 
well as 


from their physical powers. Perhaps 
the most remunerative of these was 
an autographic register bn whir-h em- 
ployes, to win a share of about $1000 
distributed yearly in prizes, were re- 
quested to write suggestions of im- 
provements. In the year 1897 some 
4,000 suggestions were made of which 
1,078 were adopted by the company. 
By these suggestions 
the 
company 


perfected its cash register and the 
methods of its manufacture. 


Outside as well as inside the com- 


pany practically controlled its people. 
It planned their holidays and paid for 
the amusements all or in part. 
It 


made its own buildings the centre of 
gardess and offered prizes for gar- 
dens kept by employes. , It had a 
kindergarten, a library, a cooking class 
a sewing class, a millinery school, boy's 
gardens, penny bank, dancing school, 
glee culb, autoharp culb, band and 
'orchestra, boy's and girl's gymnasium, 
relief association, advance club, wo- 
men's century club, women's guild, 
girl's literary club, men's progress 
club, young people's club, bicycle club, 
boy's military brigade and last, but 
not least ,a Sunday school, the weekly 
record of which was 
published and 


named, "Pleasant Sunday afternoons" 
AU of these ciubs, societies and schools 
met and centered In the factory build- 
ings in the N.C.R. hall or in the N.C.R. 
house, which was something of a so- 
cial settlement in charge of a dea- 
coness. 


The word "profit" was written over 


it all by the company. Nicholas P. 
Oilman, who wrote approvingly of the 
company and its methods in his book 
"A Dividend fo Labor," makes this 
very clear though he does not object 
to 
it. 
In 
a 
line 
he 
shows 


it: 
"Thecompany figures that the 


luncheon given to the girls costs three 
cents, and that the woman does five 
cents worth more work each day." 
Nor did the company fail to make by 
its methods in other ways than in the 
increased 
efficiency of its working 


force. It established a large printing 
department and flooded the country 
with circulars and pamphlets exploit- 
ing its "benevolence," "A new era in 
manufacturing" and gained 
thereby, 


in newspapers, magazines and books 
an amount of free advertising the cost 
'of which in cash 
would have paid 


many times over for all the prizes, frea 
lunches, hygienic and other improve- 
ments. 


It was 
into this dollar-and-cents 


Eden that unionism came. Then it waa 
self matching self, with the result that 
Eden closed. Little should be the re- 
gret were it not for the suffering now 
imposed upon the unsuspecting em- 
ployes who permitted this pernicious 
institution to be builded up. Recent 
reports from Dayton were to the effect 
that merchants were losing heavily, 
the army of employes reduced almost 
to want and that many a house-holder 
would have to surrender to the loan 
associations 
for 
the 
mortgage the 


home he had built for his family. 


The best rule yet devised for manu- 


facturers to observe is to maintain 
decent factories, pay the highest pos- 
sible wages and let the employes take 
care of themselves This plan, better 
than any other, harmonizes *,\ith the 
principles of this republic i\hich are 
maintained 
by 
the 
spii'lt of inde- 


pendence in all of Its people.

The manual training work is of a 


chjaractejr to cause surprise on the 
part of all who see it, from its uniform 
excellence. 
The eighth 
and 
ninth 


grades of all of the schools have man- 
ual training and in addition to this the 
pupils of the fifth, sixth and seventh 
grades at Mark Hopkins have train- 
ing in the same kind of work. 
This 


year the pupils of the Mark Hopkins 
kindergarten were sriven instruction in 
manual training and it is the plan 
gradually to add the other grades to 
the number of those wnich are 
riven 


instruction. 


The exhibit at the library 
ftcludes 


some (very 'entertaining samples of 
the wo'rk of the kindergarten, 
In- 


cluding miniature bedsteads, railroad 
trains, tables, etc. all done with a care 
and exactness that many would be- 
lieve impossible for children so young. 


The main part of the exhibition, how 


ever, is of the work of the higher 
grades. One of the most consniclious 
things is the work" done in 
bulldins: 


miniature looms, with actual weaving 
in progress. The looms are constructed 
of wood, with all the implements nec- 
essary for "weaving, 
and" samples of 


weaving done on them are shown, in 
some case being shown in progress on 
the looms. The patterns of some of 
these are elaborate and Ihe work done 
is remarkably good.

other a vial of laudanum. A younfi 
man who visited her last 
evening! 


found the laudanum in her possession 
and, 
suspecting that something1 wail 


wrong, he smashed tlie \ial. He how- 
CVT. did not know'that she had a 
bottle of chloroform, which she toby 
after he went away with suicidal in- 
tent, as she freely admits. 


Dr. Bushnell saw the young woman 


toda/ and found her out of danger, 
suffering only with an inflamed condi- 
tion of the stomach, as stated above. 
She had not, however, changed her 
mind with regard to ending her life, 
and expressed regret that she did noti 
succeed. 
Despondency seems to be 


the cause of her rash act. The doctor 
says that if she had taken all the 
chloroform at 'one time it would un- 
doubtedly have been fatal, and he 
fears that unless her state of minc'f 
soon changes she will be Hable to re- 
peat the attempt.

CHINESE SIMPLICITY 


A LAUGHABLE INCIDENT OF THE CAP- 


TURE OF PEKING. 


The Amr.ziner Display of Innocence, 


CUlIullUe nucl Bland, lijr a Celestial 
Warrior Canned E^ eu Grim Gen- 
eral ClisllVe tu Smile. 
One of the most laughable instances 


\v)>ioh 1 witnessed duriug iho war itt 
China happened ou Wednesday, the loth 
of August, 1000, the uay following tho 
flue on which Peking ^vna cuturud by the 
allies unJ the legations were relieved. 


The American .troops, commanded by 


G'ntral Ch^ff^e, started in the early 
iiK-niitis from their camp under the Tar- 
tar city wall, near the canal gate, With- 
out consulting the otht-r powers us to 
their destination or intentions. About 0 
a. in. v-'oid catce to Chaffee that a side 
gate had been found and opened on tha 
right. With two officers of his staff the 
general started at once to see for himself 
the prospect of entrance. But a short 
time before gallant Captain Uiley had 
fallen, shot dead by a bullet through the 
h<\id, which struck him as he was sight- 
ing: a gun on top of the Chien gate. Dear- 
ly beloved as an officer, a soldier and a 
man, the news of his death was a sboek. 
to every one of the little aimy of Amer- 
icans, who respected and admired him so 
greatly. 


When General Chaffee and his staff 


officers went to the gate that had heea 
discovered, passed through it and along 
the inside of the outer wall, I accom- 
panied them. None of the party felt in 
the rnood for levity, And I remember that 
I, for one. was laboring under a very 
strong realization of the danger of our po- 
sition. 
Wo eventually discovered that 


the gate had but admitted us to an outer 
court, which was apparently between the 
outer wall and an inner one of equal di- 
mensions. Consequently we had gained 
nothing in the matter of position by find- 
ing the gate. 


Before we had discovered all this, how- 


ever, and as we were still engaged explor- 
ing the court, those in advance came upon, 
a Chinese, in. the uniform of a soldier, so 
suddenly as to cause thorn to wonder if 
he had not sprung from the ground. His 
pioxiinity at the moment of the discovery 
of his existence, the fact that he was ap- 
parently unarmed and the broad and 
trustful grin which illumined his counte- 
nance were all partly responsible for his 
essape from death. Had he been, seen at 
any distance, or had he attempted to es- 
cape, he would certainly have been shot. 
Under the existing circumstances he very 
probably owed his life to tho presence of 
the American commander in chief.' 


As the Americans advanced he present- 


ed a small wooden tablet, upon, which 
were several Chinese" 'characters. His 
evident anxiety that vre should not over- 
look this bit of unintelligibly' inscribed 
wood caused us at once to jump to the 
conclusion that he was the bearer of a 
message from "the city within a city 
within a city." 
In other words, we 


thought: "Here's a man with a message 
from the palace. Perhaps it is from the 
empress dowager, or even the emperor 
himself." 


At that moment I saw the interpreter 


of the French general 
approaghing. 


Knowing that he could speak Chinese, i 
hastened toward him and explained the 
important find we had made. The inter- 
preter had come to ask General Chaffeo 
if the French artillery might shell the im- 
perial city towers from the Tartar city 
wall, firing over the heads of the Amer- 
ican troops. Chaffee refused to entertain 
such a proposition for a moment, but, of 
course, tbat didn't. stop '"the French. In 
fact, Cbaffee had to use all his well known 
bluntness, and even employ discourteous 
and profanejanguage, before the French 
shells ceased bursting within a few yards 
of the American advance. But that is 
anotheristory. 


The French interpreter was as eager as 


I to see what was on the placard. Ho, 
the soldier detailed to guard the Chinese 
and myself formed an anxious knot as 
the Frenchman scanned the queer hiero- 
glyphics. I read disgust on his face be- 
fore he had finished, but he did not have 
an opportunity to speak before the Chi- 
nese commenced an earnest and emphatic 
harangue to the newcomer. Of course 
the Mongolian had tried the same thing 
on all of us, bnt this was the first time he 
was understood. As he finished, or rath- 
er slowed down after the first spurt, Gen- 
eral Cbaffee enme up. 


"What about 'this fellow?' asked the 


general. 


"Why, 
sir," said the interpreter, with a 


sickly sinilo, "this is a Chinese soldier. 
The board he carries testifies to that fact 
and in addition tells who he is and to 
wbat body of troops he is attnched. HP 
bclongs-to a sort of Imperial guard. lie 
says he was on duty guarding the gate in 
the outer wall and icft bis post bqt for a 
moment to find on his return that your 
soldiers had entered in his absence. lie 
is very anxious tbat I should nsk you to 
go outside tho gate at once; for, he says, 
no one is allowed in hero, and if his com- 
mander discovers tbat he has neglected 
his duty and left hia post and gun he will 
be severely punished. He also says that 
if yon will allow him to return to the gate 
he will show you the order which forbids 
any one to crater it." 


Well, we all laughed. One 'or two of 


the younger ones fairly howlod. 
Wo 


didn't any of us feel gay, but no one could 
keep a straight face iu the presence of 
such amnzinp simplicity. 
Even grim 


Chaffee smiled and grunted, which was 
its near as I ever knew him to come to a 
langh. There was tbat innocent idiot o£ 
a Chinese soldier actually asking bis en- 
emies, who were even then undecided 
whether to put an end to him or send 
him to the rear ns a prisoner, to go out of

the imperial city because hi 
officer would punish him Cor letting us io! 
And when ono think.* of the American 
casualties that were piled up before that 
day was over and tho Chinese dead that 
were scattered over that stubbornly con- 
tested ground the gatekeeper's unusual 
request seems still more ludicrous. 


The last I saw of him he was vainly 


endeavoring to make up his mind whelhcr 
to stop and expostulate with the Amer- 
ican soldiers whose hold on his pigtail 
was too secure for comfort or to go on 
resignedly in the face of thb anticipated 
severity of the 
punishment when he 


should be called to account for his aban- 
donment of his post.— London N

Song- Were Composed and Copied 
inside of an Hom^-A Sonthemer'* 
Appreciation of the Bong—Burnett 
cut a Violinist. 


Here are some tiiaely anecdotes of 


Uncle Dan Emmett, .the maa who 
wrote "Dixie Land" and many famous 
darky songs. 


Recently asked how ho came to 


write his famous song, he replied after 
passing his hand remlniscently over 
his wrinkled brow: 


"It was in the fall of 1859, when I 


•was with Bryant's minstrels, -who ran 
a successful business at 472 Broad- 
way, .New York. 
My particular en- 


gagement was to write comic negro 
and other dialect son^s and 'walk 
rounds' when called upon and to act 
as musician or minstrel when occasion 
required. One Saturday evening after 
the performance was over and the 
players gone I was walking homeward 
when I heard footsteps behind me. 
Turning around, I came face to face 
vith Jerry Bryant, the manager, who 
had overtaken me for some purpose or 
other. 


" 'Dan,' he said, 'I want a new "walk 


round"—a new one, one that the boys 
and the gang will learn quickly and 
sing in the streets immediately. Make 
me a song that will- be popular, ona 
that the bands will play and the peo- 
ple will whistle and sing.' 


" 'This is pretty short notice to make 


•what you want,' I replied, 'but I'll do 
my best.' The nest day was Sunday, 
and the rain flooded the streets, keep- 
Ing me in the house. 'Well,' said my 
wife, 'it's too wet to go anywhere. 
Why don't you get out your pen, ink 
and paper and compose that "walk 
round" you promised Jerry and have 
it ready for rehearsal tomorrow?' 


"It was a job I did not relish, but I 


collected my thoughts and began. A 
tune was buzzing in my head, and I 
put it down on the lines and spaces. 
That's all." 


"How long did this take you?" he 


was asked. 


•'Ten minutes." 
"Ten minutes?" 
"Yes, but it took me longer to make 


the words. The whole thing, includirs 
plantation verses and music, was fin- 
ished and copied in an hour or less. 
My wife approved of it, saying it was 
first rate. 
" 'Well,' said I, 'it's all finished ex- 


cept a name.' 


'• 'A name'. You have one right there 


In the song you've written,' said my 
wife. 


" 'What is it?' 
" 'Why, call it "Dixie." ' 
"I took her advice on that point and 


have never had cause to regret it. I 
took a copy to rehearsal nest morning, 
and the minstrels never left the hall 
until they could sing it perfectly. 


"Who sang it CrstV Dan Emmett. He 


showed the boys how it ought to be 
sung, and they fell right into the spirit 
of the thing immediately. I continued 
to sing it every night from 1S59 until 
the war broke out. Then the Union reg- 
iments going south sang it, and the 
bands played it. Finally the southern- 
ers adopted it as their national tune, 
and so it became associated with the 
south." 


There is an amusing incident con- 


nected Kith "Dixie" that has evoked 
much laughter. One night a typical 
southern gentleman came into the Bry- 
ants' dressing room and said, "Show 
me Mr. Emmett." Upon being intro- 
duced to that gentleman he exclaimed 
In nn inimitable southern manner, "Are 
you the author of 'Dixie?'" Upon Mr. 
Emmett replying that he was, he said: 


"Well, sah," as he placed both hia 


hands over Mr. Emmett's right hand, 
"shake, by Gawd, sah! I am happy to 
know you, and I would rather be the 
author of that song than I would be of 
'Old Hundred,'" and continued shak- 
ing Mr. Emmett's hand. 


Emniett was born in Norwalk, O. 


"Deeatc," as he was called, was a mu- 
sical genius, particularly as a violinist, 
was a great mimic and singer, even as 
a boy. He was made up of mirth and 
music. While yet in his teens his violin 
playmg was pronounced wonderful; al- 
though entirely self taught He used to 
"blow and strike" for his father, a 
blacksmith, and when at rest always 
took up his fiddle. The villagers gath- 
ered to listen whenever the sounds of 
the instrument were heard, and they 
vrere often moved to tears by the sym- 
pathetic, tender playing. Frequently 
he seemed to be carried away by his 
own music and was utterly oblivious to 
his surrouudings.

Traveling museums as aids to les- 


sons in geography will be a feature in 
tbe Chicago public schools. To carry 
out the plan the Chicago bureau of 
geography is to be incorporated, so that 
it may receive gifts showing the char- 
acteristics of the several states, says, 
the New York Post.

It was m«ny years before painters took 


brush ia hand -to paiat the r^aru-ction. 
The horrors of t-iui tact, told by eycwit- 
ne&ses and det>eeciiia^ mouth to in> uth 
through the generations, were enough ta 
falter the brush. 


The early painters were iutensi-!* re« 


ligtaiis arid tiria believers not only ju the 
reality of the scene* they pamted, but 
also in the holiness of them. The sorrows 
of the Christ saddened them; his joys 
were the only themes they couid paiat. 
They were depressed by the i<*?eiids—for 
much came down in purely J«yentlary 
form until the Bible waa r-Hn-.eJ on 
printing presses and became general— rind 
with true artistic instinct the • avoided 
that which was disagreeable sad sought 
that which was lovely. And tiat IM tae 
reason why so- few early paintings of 
the resurrection have corae down to us, 
while the paintings of the beautiful Ms- 
donna and of the Christ child are the 
mo.it numerous in art. 
; 


Surreto aad Rossini are the first psint- 


ers who' ventured to touch tbe stirring | 
scene. Even they robbed it of its tragedy j 
and took it along to the spot where the j 
risen Lord is seen ascending in wonderful j 
robes 10 heaven. Neither sent forth a 
great painting. 


Surreto was unfortunate in his face of 


tbe Christ and his work perished in a fire 
in Rome, whtn only the most valuable | 
paintings could be removed and that of 
poor Surreto was left to burn. 
j 


Rossini did still poorer. One of the fa- 


(mous family that afterward left its mark 
upon art of another nature, he painted 
"The Resurrection" in too matter of fact 
a way. Nothing was left to thi iciaffina- j 
tion, and the aogel at the aepuieher 
looked sadly out of place in the Midst of 
the devastation of the disorderly tomb 
which Rossini had painted there. 


Their work brought forth lots of criti- 


cism and stirred on other painters to try. 
A seriwi of pictures of the resurrection 
followed, and for a few years it looked as 
though there would be nothing else in 
sacred art; even the Madonna was neg- 
lected for the great theme of Christ risen 
from tbe dead. 


As interpreted by the artists of that 


day the scene was one that gave the wid- 
est latitude for dreamy thought. 
The 


tomb, a picturesque thing in architecture 
of that day, gave the background; then 
came the graceful women to it; then the 
marvelous »ky work, in which the figure 
of the Lord was visible. 


In the hundreds of pictures that were 


turned out previous to the fifteenth cen- 
tury only a few remain, but after that the 
painters were more fortunate and gave 
us works of art that are enduring. Crack- 
ed, scarred, often defaced and having 
gone through vandalism and vicissitudes, ' 
they are still marvelously beautiful, in a 
beauty not so much the beauty of form 
as beauty of conception. 


The old masters understood that which 


we call composition. They were not so 
anaious to get strong effects; they wanted 
a whole, a picture, a something that 
•would tell a story. Take* any of the old 
paintings and study it and yon will ob- 
serve this peculiarity. An entire story is 
told in the picture and not one person or 
part is made more prominent thau the 
rest; it is as a whole that the old masters 
must be viewed. 


With the modern masters it is all differ- 


ent 
They sought beauty. Reading th? 


Scriptures they formed a conception, and 
from that they painted. Only beauty ap- 
pealed to them, and they placed upon the 
canvas only beauty. 


We have today nothing lovelier in art 


than the pictures of the resurrection, as 
turned out by the hands of the modern 
painters, and, looking at them, one be- 
gins to worship, even one who has Tiever 
worshiped before. The old masters sraght 
this result; the modern found it 


The greatest difficulty in painting the 


resurrection lay in the work of painting 
the face of Christ. Bach had his concep- 
tion of the ideal head, but few agreed in 
this ideal. You see heads of Christ in the 
earlier days with long, curling beard and 
features too strong for beanty. Then, yon 
Dee him in another type, blond, softly 
lovely, almost like a woman. To paint 
the face of the Saviour was the most dif- 
ficult task the masters, ancient and mod- 
em, ever set tor themselves. The most 
successful compromised matters by indi- 
cating a face strong in a manly beauty 
and n-1 too pronounced in type. That in- 
terpretation succeeded, and faces of 
Christ, those that have survived, now 
generally show that style. 


The faces of the women were easier to 


paint, being mortal The face of a wom- 
an wsa enough, provided she were beau- 
tiful, and eo nearly all were successful in 
tl^~ women's faces. 
- ae strangest thing to be noticed Jn the 


pictures of the resurrection is the light— 
that curious light which bathes the scene. 
All have agreed that the resurrection took' 
place at an tour when the light was un- 
certain and changing and that from tho 
depths of the tomb came a wonderful ray 
that is not equaled by the discoveries of 
science. 


The pictures of the resurrection as 


counted today are not so numerous, but 
In interest they equal those provoked by 
my other theme, secular or divine.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.

District Attorney Howard said yes- 


terday that the third trial would be 
held in Troy In October. Mull is now 
in Clinton, prison at Tiannemora, whferp 
he has applied himself to study and 
work since his conviction. The date 
for his execution has beea set once, 
but the execution was stayed through 
the efforts of Mull's lawyers. 


The crimo for which Archie 
Mull 


was indicted was mul-der in the first 
degree. He was accused 
of 
killine 


Nelvilie B Lord, a farmer s.t Nassau 
September 29. 1S99, by striking him or. 
the hear! with an axe. The testimony 
on the trials showed that he, 
with 


Arthur Snyder, a boy, had accomoan- 
ied Mr Lord to the Tvocds near Lord's 
home 
to assist in repairing a fence, 


MuU had come to Lord's house early 
that day, ostensibly to gather walnuts. 
When vhey reached the woods younw 
Snyder says Mull called Mr. Lord's 
attention to a tree, and as the old 
man looked up at it Mull struck the 
old man with the axe, 
crushing the 


skull. The boy's testimony 
showed 


that Mull Immediately started to rifle 
the pockets of the 
prostrate man. 


Young Snyder started to run awav. 
It is alleged that Mull struck the boy 
with the axe. The lad's skull was 
fractured. Lord and the boy 
were 


found in the afternoon of that dav. 
Lord expired, but Snyder, who was 
treated at the Samaritan hospital, .re- 
covered and was the most 
important 


witness in the case. 
MuU returned to 


Nassau and fled' that afternoon to this 
city where he was arrested the follow- 
ing morning by Officers Whlpple ^nd 
Jones at the railroad station. The pris- 
oner is about 22 years old. 


Mulls' first trial was begun Decem- 


13, before Justice Chase 
and a jury 


was secured December 19. Three davs 
were consumed In the trial, and De- 
cember 22 the jury was dischari°d 
because of a failure to asree. In se- 
curing the jury three panels were 
drawn including 283 men, of

The case was appealed and the appeal 
was argued At>ril is, 1901. A 'sensation 
was caused in the second trial by the 
charges of attempts to bribe jurors and 
the confession of Burrows Cure that h£i 
had apnroached a juror for the pur- 
pose of bribery. District Attorney How 
ard conducted the case for the recnle, 
and Jaoies C. Fursman, Georee J Mc- 
Donnell and J. 1C. Lonsr were the 'at- 
torneys for Mull. 


At the c]ose of the- trial and before 


the sentence of the convicted man J. 
K. Long of Long & Maxwell, who had 
been brought into the case to assist 
James C Fursman and George J Mc- 
Donnell, counsel for Mull, interr»osed 
several objections which were not sus- 
tained. A stay of execution was SP- 
cured by the counsel pending an ap- 


Messrs Fursman and McDonnell were 
jubilant when they heard of the decis- 
ion of the court, and the latter said:
